Jupiter Radio Trying to 
Keep Algonquin From 
Running Ashore. 


STEAMSHIP EMPIRE 
IS CRIPPLED AT SEA 


Palm Beaches Are Lashed by 
Fury of Storm; Both Cities 
Are in Darkness. 


Fort Pierce, Fla., Aug. 7 (A.P.).—Hur- 
ricane winds, estimated by the Weather 
Bureau at 75 miles an hour, were rag- 
ing here late tonight. No residents 
ventured from their homes, and dam- 
age was undetermined. Fort Pierce tis 
25 miles north of Jupiter, in line with 
the predicted course of the storm. 


Miami, Fla., Aug. 7 (A.P.).—The 
Tropical Radio Co.’s station here re- 
ported tonight that the steamship 
Algonquin, with 300 passengers 
aboard had lost its bearings | in 
the hurricane off Jupiter. The 
station’s operators said they were 
centering their efforts to keep. the 
vessel from running ashare on the 
beach, 

The Honduran steamer, Lempira, in 
the center of the disturbance, was re- 
ported crippled by the terrific seas 
and unable to make any headway. The 
steamer Nastilla was standing by the 
distressed ship to give aid if possible. 

The radio station said that it had 
been informed of the Algonquin’s 
plight through the Government wire- 
less station at Jupiter, which reported 
that its equipment had been damaged 
by the storm so that the Algonquin 
could barely hear its signals. 

The Algonquin is en route from Gal- 
veston to New York. The Lempira 
sailed from New York July 28 for Porto 
Cortez, Honduras. 

Hurric#ne More Furious. 


West Palm Beach, Fla., Aug. 7 (A.P.). 
Anxiety increased tonight as the West 
Indian hurricane, hovering at sea off 
here, continued to whip the mainland 
with a 60-mile gale that showed no 
abatement and appeared to be quick- 
ening hourly. 

In this city and Palm Beach, dark- 
ened when the winds snapped electric 
power lines, the streets virtually were 
deserted. Torrential rains added to 
the dismal night, into which few dared 
to venture. Power lines, signs and 
awnings littered the streets, while in 
the suburbs and at Palm Beach trees 
and shrubbery have been torn up. 

Hope was held that the storm cen- 
ter, reported by the Weather Bureau 
to be east-southeast of Jupiter, 18 miles 
from here, would miss the city and 
veer northward into the open sea. In- 
dications from the report, however, were 
that the storm, which appeared to be

Isle Royale, Mich., August 7 (A.P.).— 
A copper mine hidden 30 feet beneath 
a ledge of rock has been found on the 
southern edge of Isle Royale by arche- 
ologists. Dr. George West, Milwaukee 
scientist with the expedition, advanced 
the theory that Indians, perhaps 1,000 
years ago, dug from the copper veins.

Sealed Le Paradis Padlock 
Closes Whole Establishment 


Roof and Club Dark Until New Kitchen Takes Place of 
One on Fioor With Cafe, Which Court

Calls Nuisance. 


Le Paradis Cafe was dark last night. 
And it will remain so until August 4, 
1929, when the seals on the large pad- 
locks which United States Marshal Ed- 
gar C. Snyder placed on its doors last 
night are allowed to be broken. 

The roof garden above Le Paradis and 
the Club Chanticler on the floor below 
also are closed. The roof and club, 
which were not affected by the padlock 
injunction against the cafe, were closec 
because it was deemed unprofitable tc 
keep open with the kitchen closed un- 
der the court order. Club Chanticler, 
however, will open as soon as a kitchen. 
can be built on the second floor. 

Four large signs, lettered in 5-inch 
type, and placed in the most conspicu- 
ous places Marshal Snyder could find, 
contained the brief announcement that 
Le Paradis was “Closed for Violation 
ot the National Prohibition Act.” 

Other signs, placed just as conspicu- 
ously, went more into detail and said 
that the premises were closed by order 
of the Supreme Court of the District 


of Columbia for a period of one year

from August 4, 1928, as a “common and 
public nuisance, in violation of the 
provisions of the national prohibition 
act.” A copy of the injunction decree 
was attached to these latter signs. 

Marshal Snyder took an inventory of 
everything in the place before pad- 
locking it. By agreement with the 
court, goods of a perishable nature 
were allowed to be removed s0 as to 
prevent them from becoming a menace 
to the public health. 

The Le Paradis piano and a small 
amount of cigars and cigarettes also 
were allowed to be removed. 

There was no door leading from the 
cafe to the washroom on the roof, so 
Marshal Snyder ordered one hastily 
constructed from boards in the place. 
This makeshift door was held fast with 
long chains attached to a large sealed 
padioc:.

Aug. 7 (A.P.).—The Italian 
submarine F-14, with its crew of $1 
| dead from poisonous gases, was brought 
| to the surface of the Adriatic tonight 
| in which it had sunk after a collision 
| 34 hours before 
| The weary salvagers, who had per- 
|formed almost a naval miracle in re- 
| trieving the submersible from a depth 
| of 131 feet, peered hopefully into the 
opened hatches only to find they were 
gazing into the tomb of their comrades. 
They had been forewarned of the 
tragedy when during the afternoon the 
submarine telegraph signals from the 
stricken craft had sudenly. ceased. They 
continued to drive at their task, how- 
ever, in the hope that the ominous 
silence meant simply that the crew had 
withdrawn to a safer part of the sub- 
| marine, or at worst, that they were 
| simply weakened by the difficulty of 
| breathing in the fouled air. The 
| revelation that all were dead came as 
a shock. 


Rome, 


Some Believed Drowned, 


At least a few of the crew were be- 
‘lieved to have escaped the torture ot ¢ 
the helpless wait at the bottom of the 
sea for rescue, for the stern comparte 
ment of the F-14 was flooded when the 
sharp bow of the destroyer Giuseppe 
Missori rode over the emerging craft. 

Capt. Weil and Commander Fasulo 
were the officers who died in the sub- 
marine. Normally, craft of the size of 
the F-14 would carry 25 men, but there 
| were several apprentice motorists on 
board during the battle maneuvers in 
which the fleet was engaged. 

There were many factors in the race 
against death. Against the rescuers was 
the weather, which until this evening 
made the surface of the sea boisterous, 
and the fact that the F-14 h.e sunk 
to a depth almost double that at which 
she was believed capable of withstand- 
ing the pressure. In the favor of the 
salvagers was the fact that the fleet on 
the spot carried virtually every device 
necessary for the task. 

Within an hour .fter the crash divers 
had gone down and within a reasonably 
short time the exact location of the 
submarine was determined by observers 
in seaplanes circling over the scene, 
The divers continued at their task, 
made more precarious by the turbul- 
ence of she waters, until they had 
passed steel cables under the shattered 
hull. 


Hull Is Slowly Raised. 


“The ends of these were attached to 
pontoons and the F-14 was slowly raised 
from the bottom. Until the last mo- 
ment the salvagers believed that they 
micvht win out over the gases which 
form in-a submarine when the sea water 
reaches the batteries. 

The sinking of the F-14 with its crew 
is the greatest disaster suffered by the 
Italian submarine forces since August, 
1925, when the Sebastiano Veniero dis- 
appeared with its crew of 50 men during 
naval maneuvers off Sicily and never 
was found. 

The salvage fleet dispersed sadly from 
the anchorage to which they had clung. 
Beside the powerful cranes mounted on 
floati pontoons which had actually 
raised the F-14, five torpedo boats, two 
scout cruisers and a number of tugs 
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from which the divers had descended 
made up the group which had worked 
unceasingly. : 

Admiral Foschini, who had personally 
directed the attempt at rescue, con- 
tinued in charge of the salvage work. 


Navy Sends Regrets,

Acting Secretary of the Navy Robin- 
gon yesterday cabled the regret of the 
Navy to the Italian government over 
the disaster of the Italian submarine 
F-14. The message read: 

“On behalf of the United States 
Navy I desire to express to your ex- 
cellency and the Royal Navy my deep 
regret over the unfortunate accident to 
F-14 and my hope for the speedy 
rescue of her crew.” 

The message was directed to Musso- 
lini, minister of marine.

Street cars that on Outlying streets 
race the motor traffic, a practice that 
fathers a dangerous congestion, do not 
escape the censure of the unbiased ob- 
server of traffic’s vagaries.

Such an observer will not fail to note 
the sight-secing bus, ponderous ‘and 
paralyzing to fast traffic movement, 
proceeding slowly through the streets 
as guides point out the various places 
of interest. 

Utilizing a large proportion of the 
thoroughfare, these vehicles emphat- 
ically impress the traffic student with 
their deleterious effect upon the safe 
and speedy movement of the vehicular 
stream. 

The carrier bus, bulky and blustering, 
is generally accepted as a forceful fac- 
tor in the tur: oll of the thoroughfares 
over which it travels. 


Speeding Trucks Accused. 


The light commercial vehicle, the de- 
livery truck that weaves and winds its 
way at excessive speeds on crowded 
streets, is another contributor to the 
general situation that can not be 
ignored in any searching estimate of 
traffic troubles, the observer will note 

The heavy truck, unless intelligently 
driven, is an itrritat'on to traffic that 
deserves considerable consideration in 
an appraisal of “what is wrong with 
traffic?” 

It is obviously impossible to ignore 
the pedestrian, unseeing and appar- 
ently uninterc-‘ed in his own safety in 
sO many hundreds of instances, as 
above reproach with reference to his 
traffic conduct.

STABBED 14 TIMES 
BY Wirt, 10 DEAD 


Wounds Inflicted, She Says, 
in Struggle for Knife; She 
Wished to Die. 


HUSBAND IS INJURED 
TRYING TO DISARM HER 


Killing Sequel: to Gossip 
Charging Man With “Run- 
ning Around.” 


New York, Aug. 7 (A.P.).—Glen Kirk- 
wood, youthful Queens veterinary and 
radio lecturer, was stabbed to death to- 
day with a bread knife and his wife 
told the district attorney she inflicted 
the wounds, more than a dozen, by 
accident as she fought for possession 
of the knife so that she could take her 
own life. : 

She was charged with murder. 

A patrolman found Kirkwood early 
this morning lying on the floor in the 
kitchen of his woodside home while 
his wife, who was six years his senior, 
was crying over and over “I've killed 
my husband.” 

Dying, Admits Row. 

Kirkwood died before he could say 
more than that he had had an alter- 
cation with his wife, but later Mrs. 
Kirkwood, seemingly calm except that 
she smoKed one cigaret aft another, 
Sat in the district attorney’s office and 
made what he termed a “full confes- 
sion,” the gist of which was given out 
as follows: 

Mrs. Kirkwood, who is 32 years old, 
was first married about thirteen years 
ago to John McAvoy, with whom she 
lived in Woodside. They were divorced 
several years ago and last year she 
married the veterinary and they set up 
housekeeping in the same house, Mrs. 
Kirkwood's 12-year-old son living with 
them, 

They owned a summer cottage at 
Lake Ronkonkoma on Long Island and 
‘since June Mrs. Kirkwood and the boy 
had been staying there, the veterinary 
visiting them week-ends. Last Satur- 
day -he went there as usual, this time 
accompanied by Mrs. Kirkwsod’s first 
husband and a woman companion of 
McAvoy's. They passed the week-end 
together and Sunday night drove back 
to the Woodside house. 

Evidence of Parties. 

Mrs. Kirkwood said that she found 
evidence there that her husband nad 
been giving parties and when she 
heard neighborhood gossip that he had 
been “running around” with women she 
accused him of infidelity. 

Last night an argument started and 
early this mornig she ran to the kitchen 
and seized the knife, intending to take 
her life. 

‘Kirk - od had sought to take the 
knife from her, she said, and in the 
encuin”’ struggle she unintentionally 
inflicted the wounds from which her 
husband died,

Action also was taken against Brock- 
wood College, Katonah, N. Y., of which 
A. J. Musty is the head and all bodies 
affiliated with the federation were of- 
ficially advised to discontinue all 
scholarships and financial support of 
the institution because its policy was 
not in accord with the views of the 
American Federation of Labor. 

“Brockwood College extols the views 
of Sovietism,” declared William H. 
Green, president of the federation. 
“Their teachings are out of tune with 
the beliefs of the American Federation 
of Labor.” 

The Mexican situation, in so far as 
labor was concerned, was explained by 
Santiag> Iglesias, secretary of the Mex- 
ican Federation of Labor, but no of- 
ficial action was taken. 

The next meeting of the executive 
council will be held in Washington 
October 16.

HEALTH AT HAGERSTOWN. 


Turning to the western Maryland town as 
a normal community in which to make a health 
survey, the United States Health Service has 
issued the results of its investigation as to 
susceptibility to disease at various periods of 
life, as obtained from the records in Hagers- 
town. Chosen because of its entirely 
population, so that all returns might be simi- 
larly based in respect tograce, a community of 
$8,000 persons, of all ages and living under 
ordinary conditions, it was taken as a repre- 
sentative small city of the Eastern section of 
the country. . 

The report discloses that sickness is lesst 
among persons in the early twenties. The ills 
of infancy and early childhood make the death 
toll decidedly higher than at the period ot 
late childhood and adolescence. After that the 
curve rises until another maximum is reached 
in old age. 

The results, made up from.age group studies, 
are the first of the kind ever undertaken, and 
the health returns from Hagerstown will be 
consulted by health specialists of this and 
other lands. The causes of fatal illness at 
different ages are shown to be, for childhood 
(other than respiratory diseases, like a com- 
mon cold) communicable diseases. In older 
age it is the large class of organic diseases. 
The listing of these, with the record of par- 
ticular liahjlity for each, makes one of the 
most important health charts that has ever 
been created.

A FOOL AND HIS BARREL. 


A New York man, hitherto to fortune and 
to fame unknown, proposes to roll @ barrel 
from his home to Miami. Why he should 
undertake the task and how he is to benefit 
by its accomplishment are questions which 
the press dispatches do not answer. Neither 
are we told whether the barrel is to be full or 
empty. All that we can do is to visyalize a 
more or less crack-brained pedestrian propel- 
ling a barrel over the many weary miles that 
lie between his starting point and his destina- 
tion. 

The world seems to be full of people who 
delight in seeking notoriety, not at the can- 
non’s mouth, but by imposing upon themselves 
a foolish stunt. Not long ago a woman spent 
an unconscionable number of hours in a swim- 
ming pool. What was gained by her achieve- 
ment remains a mystery unless she regarded 
her picture in the newspapers as ample com- 
pensation. In Chicago recently a man proudly 
claimed the world’s record for the number of 
hours he remained seated upon a steeple, al- 
though why any one should desire to secure 
distinction in this regard is difficult to imagine. 
Hardly a day passes without the chronicle of 
some futile feat, the accomplishment of which 
does not add an iota to the sum of human 
knowledge. 

It is different when some adventurous sou! 
hazards his life for a genuine purpose. The 
conquest of the North and South Poles, Lind- 
bergh’s flight from New York to Paris, the 


attempt to scale the icy peak of Mount Everest, . 


an effort thus far marked by tragedy. and 
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failure—all these belong to the category of 
useful performances. Commander. Byrd, who 
proposes to immure himself in the bleak fast- 


nesses of the Antarctic continent, will return 


with scientific data of real value. The world 
very properly commends those who, at the 
risk of their lives, face death in the jungle or 
flirt with disaster in the air, provided that 
there is something substantial to be gained 
by their exploits. 


ITALY'S SUNKEN SUBMARINE, 


With more than 30 lives lost, the Italian 
submarine F-14 presents the latest instance of 
disaster to this fragile type of craft resulting 
from a collision with a surface vessel. The 
maneuvers in which the submarine and the 
torpedo boat were engaged called for the ex- 
ercise. of extreme caution. So many points 
must be kept in mind during such exercises 
that there is demanded of the responsible of- 
almost superhuman in order 
to follow the signals, execute the maneuvers 
and do all that will credit upon the 
service for intelligence and expertness. 
all the officer in charge 
see that his periscope turned in every di- 
rection with the surface. It is 
the kindred difficult of surface ships to 
be on the lookout for that which is hardly 
more than a straw upon the surface, 
slender pole of the periscope as it appears to 
view. It that the Italian sub- 
marine was provided with a signaling device 
that greatly aided communication during the 
rescue efforts, but, unfortunately, did not make 
them effective in time to save the crew.

At 
present raw cotton stands first among the 
various native preducts that the United States 
is sending over to Italy, asking no odds of 
copper, coal, iron, steel, leather, lumber, naval 
stores, or chemicals. }

by taking all the tacts into considera- 
tion and not emphasizing one side 
only 

In 1923, according to Prot. Paul 
Nystrom, an unquestioned authority on 
distribution, chain stores did 6 per 
cent of the tota) retail trade of the 
country. In i927 thx percentage had 
risen to 12, a very notable increase, 
but in the same five-year period the 
total retail trade of the United States 
had increased oetween 15 and 20 per 
cent. Prof Nystrom estimates that in 
1937 the thains wil: be doing 25 per 
cent of the totai volume. but i! the 
country’s total retal) trade maintains 
its normal] increase this will simply 
mean that the situction will be rela- 
tively the same. —

Traffic Laws Constantly Violated. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: The 
article by Mr. Ullman on the traffic 
Situation is very timely and well’writ- 
ten. We have enough laws and regulae . 
tions, vut thry are enforced spasmodi- 
cally and inefficiently. What is the 
use of establishing a 22-mile speed 
limit ani allowing cars of all descrip- 
tions, buses, trucks and passenger cars 
owned privately to travel at. higher 
rates Of speed? There is not-a day but 
what I see cars in the heart of the 


city exceeding 25 and probably 30 miles 


an hour. 

Parking regulations are flagrantly 
violated every day in the downtown 
section. Cars are parked where there 
are signs “No parking,” even in spaces 
marked “For buses only” and within 
20 feet of street intersections, and po- 
licemen pass along and pay no attene 
tion to the violations. The one-hour or 
two-hour parking regulation in the 
downtown section is violated every day, 
If the policemen come around and 
mark their cars, they simply move 
them for a time and continue to park 
in violation of “the law, knowing that 
the policemen will probably not come 
back for another week. 

The traffic department, the police 
and the courts should all work to- 
gether in a real desire to correct the 
Situation. Wher an arrest is made the 
offender should be brought to trial, not 
aliowed to post a deposit of a dollar or 
two. If convicted, he should be prop- 
erly punished, adequately punished, 
not let off easy.

Park and Planning Commis- 
sion Committee Completes 
Its Draft of Proposals. 


WAREHOUSES AND PIERS 
TO BE NEAR NAVY YARD 


Project Adds Improvements to 
$3,000,000 Scheme Submit- 
ted Two Years Ago. 


Two miles of rail and water terminal 
facilities for Washington shippers and 
storage firms are furnished by plans 
proposed yesterday by the coordinating 
committee of the National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission for approval 
of the latter body at its meeting Sep- 
tember 18. 

The committee’s plan, which after 
approval by the national commission, 
will be submitted to the Chief of Engi- 
neers’ office of the War Department 
and Congress, augments a project for a 
mile of piers and slips along Water 
street southwest, between Fourteenth 
and P streets southwest. In addition 
there is a mile of quay rail connec- 
tions and -varehouse facilities stretch- 
ing from the District sewage pumping 
station near Washington Navy Yard, 
past Buzzard’s Point to the Army War 
College area. 


Two Projects Considered. 


An earlier plan which yesterday's 
project of the coordinating committee 
will supplement was approved two 
years ago aud now awaits presentation 
to Congress by the chief of engineers’ 
office. It called for nine large pliers 
and slips and more than a. dozen 
smaller piers at an estimated cost of 
$3,000,000. 

Both projects, when completed, will 
provide for the general improvement 
of rail and water terminal facilities 
on the Anacostia River, and Washing- 
ton channel on both sides of Buzzard's 
Point, and give the best shipping facili- 
ties possible for the National Capital 
for many future years. 


Quay Basin Provided. 


The additional project announced 
yesterday furnishes adequate quay de- 
velopment and involves a straightening 
of territory abutting the Anacostia 
River in the vicinity of the improve- 
ment. 

Railroads connecting with the quay, 
a railroad yard for classification, re- 
ceiving and dispatching of cars, and a 
freight house also are included. The 
quay will be a single long structure 
with a basin. 

The newest project will care for. 
bulky cargoes such as sand, gravel and 
coal. No estimate ha&S yet been an- 
nounced of the cost of this «ork.

Galloway, counsel for the newly or- 
ganized League of American Civil Serv- 
an organization of Government 
workers, blamed the present “factory 
conditions” in the Government service 
on the bureau chiefs, who, he said, are 
authorized by law to remedy the cone 
ditions that now exist. 

“It is within the province of every 
bureau chief to abolish the slave- 
driving expedient of pacing employes 
in their work,” Galloway said. “If he 
can not judge the efficiency of an in- 
dividual without subjecting his whole 
section to this sort of human slavery, 
he is not fit for his job.” 

Galloway called attention to the 
system of “pools” now in force in the 
various offices under the guise of effi- 
ciency. 

“Women are corraled in one large 
room,” he said, “and put to work on 
labor-saving machines of various kinds 
and given certain tasks to perform. 
Failure to come up to these tasks 
means the lowering of efficiency rat- 
ings, on which promotions, and even 
retention in the service depend. This 
worn-out factory method, long since 
scrapped by forward-looking experts 
in business, should no longer be tol- 
erated in the Government service.” 
“Modern business has outdistanced 
the Government in rendering its em- 
ployes tolerable working conditions 
Although business houses dismiss with 
full pay their employes during an 
excessive heat wave such as now pre- 
vails, the Government takes such ac- 
tion only on rare occasions. 
“Government employes should have 
something more than a $5 a month 
increase in wages. 

“They should have tolerable working 
conditions. The business of the people 
should not be converted into a tread- 
mill.”

Is $531,186 Under Figures 
for Present Year. 


AIRPORT IS EXCLUDED 


IN REVISED ESTIMATES 


Not Asked for by Commission- 


ers, Director of Budget’s 
Explanation. 


Special to The Washington Post. 
Superior, Wis., Aug. 7.—A budget of 


$39,900,000 for the District of Colum- 
bia was tentatively agreed upon today 


by President Coolidge and Brig. Gen. 
Herbert M. Lord, Director of the 
Budget. The two felt that. this 


amount, or nearly this amount, would 


be needed to run the District govern- 


ment in the fiscal year of 1930. 


The figure of $39,900,000, it was said, 
might be pared down between now and 
the time the budget is made ready for 
Congress, but assurance was given that 


the cut, if there is one, will not be 
very great. 


Cut Made of $531,186. 


The 1929 budget for the District, the 
largest in the city’s history, was $40,- 
431,186, which was $531,186 more than 
the 1930 budget tentatively agreed 
upon today. 

Virtually all of the money allowed 
for 1930 is for current expenses inci- 
dent to the administration of the Dis- 
trict government. There is no pro- 
vision for a municipal airport, or for 
anything else that would come under 
the head of “extraordinary expendi- 
tures.” 


Airport Not Asked For. 


Gen. Lord pointed out, however, that 
the District Commissioners had not 
asked for any money for an airport in 
their revised estimates. The total ten- 
tatively agreed upon, he said, was not 
very much under what the Commis- 
sioners had asked for. 

It is expected that a determined ef- 
fort will be made at the next session of 
Congress to put through the Stalker 
bill establishing an airport at Gravelly 
Point. If it is enacted, a supplemental 
appropriation probably will be asked to 
start work there,

Treasury Officials Look On as 
B. F. Harris Runs Off 
Sheet of Ones. 


PRESSES FINISH 7,200 
BEFORE TIME TO QUIT 


None Will Be Issued, However, 
Until Stock Has Been Ac- 
cumylated Next Year. 


To Benjamin F. Harris, of 1113 Clif« 
ton street northwest, a veteran of 29 
years’ service in the Bureau of Ene 
graving and Printing, yesterday went 
the honor of printing the first of new 
small-sized paper currency that is soon 
to replace the familiar green and yele 
low backs, which has served as the 
Nation’s medium of exchange for more 
than half a century. 


In the presence of Treasury and bue 
reau Officials, Harris assisted by Mrs. 
Vita Ruso and Mrs. Ruth Berry, plate 
printers’ assistants, ran off the first 
sheet of one-dollar backs, which marke 
ed the first actual printing of notes in 
the Government’s new money program, 
The new money is approximately 6 5-16 
inches by 211-16 inches in size, which 
is about one-third smaller than the 
present money. 


Offcials Look On, 


Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
H. H. Bond, headed the list ‘df offie 
cials at the ceremony, which included 
Alvin W. Hall, director of the Bureayw 
of Engraving and Printing J. KE, 
Swigert, assistant director; Charles A, 
Baker, superintendent of the plate 
printing division, and John J. Kene- 
nelly, foreman of the plate printing 
section in which the first sheet was 
run off. 

The first sheet printed contained the 
backs of twelve one-dollar bills, and 
was approximately the same size ag 
that on which the same printing press 
formerly produced eight large bills. 

Wher it came from the press it wag 
signed by the officials present and will 
be kept as a souvenir by the Governe 
ment after it has been dried, printed 
On the face, and. the manufacturing 
process completed. 

Ones Outnumber Others, 

About 600 sheets carrying a total of 
7,200 backs of one-dollar bills were 
printed yesterday, and more will be 
printed daily as the plates become 
available. 

The first denomination of one-dollar 
bills will be followed shortly by the 
fives, although the ones comprise about 
53 per cent of the total number of 
bills used by the American people, and 
their production will therefore be 


speeded before that of other denomie- 
nations.
